“We 
want to give awareness to BYU that Mormons need to 
be more Christian toward non-member students. We 
need to show more kindness and love — like what we 
teach here.” 

The Diversity Committee is also working with mar- 
ried students. BYUSA has received complaints 
throughout the years that it is “an exclusive singles 
organization.” 

To help change the perception, the committee put 
together a Married Students’ Movie and Comedy 
Night during the first week of November. 

Other issues the committee is addressing include 
divorced students and single-parent representation, 
disabled student awareness and freshman needs.

Plutonium leak 
feared from 
Russian vessel

A Russian-American scientific 
team is mounting an emergency 
effort to monitor currents and radi- 
ation levels near a corroding Soviet 
nuclear submarine that threatens 
to release radioactive plutonium, a 
team member said Tuesday. 

Scientific instruments will be low- 
ered to the submarine and the sur- 
rounding area next summer to 
determine whether any leaking 
plutonium could contaminate rich 
fisheries in the nearby Barents Sea 
and Norwegian Sea, said Charles 
Hollister of the Woods Hole

New snow attracts students 
for holiday weekend skiing

Thousands of BYU students will 
take to the slopes this holiday 
weekend for what may be their last 
chance to play in the snow before 
preparing for finals. 

Thanks to the large amount of 
snowfall last weekend, all of Utah’s 
major ski areas are working at an 
accelerated rate to prepare for the 
masses of snow-hungry skiers this 
Thanksgiving weekend. 

The Utah Ski Association report 
for Nov. 24 indicated an early open- 
ing of almost all of the state’s major 
ski areas. Park City has a 44-inch 
base with/four inches of new snow; 
seven of its 13 lifts are running. 
Solitude has a 65-inch base with 13 
inches of new snow; three of its 
seven lifts are open. Snowbird has 
a 68-inch base with 25 inches of 
new snow. Alta has a 78-inch base 
with 18 inches of new snow. All of 


Snowbird’s and Alta’s lifts are 
open. Powder Mountain has a 55- 
inch base with three inches of new 
snow and two of its three lifts in 
operation. Brighton has a 56-inch 
base with 6 inches of new snow; 
four of its seven lifts are open. 

Brian Head and Snow Basin are 
scheduled to open today. Brian 
Head is the only ski area in the 
state to have its cross-country trails 
open, said Nikki Brush, snow 
reporter for the Utah Ski 
Association. 

Other areas scheduled to open 
soon include Nordic Valley opening 
this Friday, Deer Valley opening 
Dec. 5, Park West opening Dec. 11 
and Sundance opening Dec. 12. 
Beaver Mountain and Elk Meadows 
will open as soon as there is enough 
snow, Brush said. 

Solitude will offer a special incen- 
tive for frugal skiers this holiday 
season. The resort will offer a two- 
for-one deal on lift tickets, ski 


rentals and lessons. The offer will 
run from Nov. 30 to Dec. 3, Brush 
said. 

Park City will host a World Cup 
ski competition from Nov. 27 
through Nov. 29. The event is 
called “America’s Opening” and will 
feature some of the fastest female 
skiers in the world. Besides watch- 
ing the skiing events, spectators 
will be able to see free street con- 
certs and a fireworks display, 
Brush said. 

Skiers should be cautious while 
traveling to the resorts this week- 
end. Bill Alder, meteorologist in 
charge of the National Weather 
Service in Salt Lake, said holiday 
travellers can expect to see more 
snow this weekend. ; 

Last weekend’s storm caused sev- 
eral roads to various resort areas to 
be closed. Skiers can call the Utah 
Department of Transportation at 
(801) 964-6000 for statewide road 
conditions. 


U.N. relief ship shelled 


Much-needed food supply unable to reach war-torn Somalia

MOGADISHU, Somalia — A shell struck a U.N.- 
chartered ship laden with food for the starving as it 
approached Mogadishu’s port on Tuesday, sending the 
vessel back out to sea with its precious cargo. 

No casualties were reported aboard the ship, but the 
incident was the latest setback in an international 
effort to save an estimated 2 million famished 
Somalis. 

Relief officials thought they had successfully negoti- 
ated Monday with two warlords controlling 
Mogadishu for four ships waiting offshore to unload 
desperately needed supplies. 

The Red Cross on Sunday cut the number of meals it 
was serving from two to one and reduced the calories 
of each meal from 1,200 to 600. The arrival of the 
relief ships would have changed that. 

“We could have immediately brought the rations up 
to 100 percent and begun feeding them two meals a 
day again,” said Horst Hamborg, a spokesman for the 
Red Cross in Mogadishu. 

By U.N. estimates, up to 300,000 Somalis already 
have died of the twin effects of war and famine. The 
relief effort has been hampered for months by clan 
warfare, disputes among warlords and looting by their 
militias and free-lance bandits. 

Capt. Carsten Hall Weibrecht of Denmark, port com- 
mander for the World Food Program, said the Milos L 
was “only 500 yards away when it got hit.” 

The shell struck about a yard below the bridge near 
the crew’s cabins, he said, “but there were no injuries, 
and the ship swung around and took off. There was 
smoke, but I saw no fire.” 

The Milos L was chartered by the World Food 


Oceanographic Institution in 


Palisades, N.Y., said Russian 


Program, the Rome-based U.N. agency that gathers 
and distributes food from member nations. It 
approached port with its cargo of 9,741 metric tons of 
grain after U.N. officials thought they had an agree- 
ment with two warlords, Ali Mahdi Mohammed and 
Gen. Mohammed Farrah Aidid. 

Shells were then fired from the northern half of the 
city controlled by Ali Mahdi, said Weibrecht and a 
U.N. official who demanded anonymity. 

The shelling could have been done by one of Ali 
Mahdi’s nominal allies unhappy with the agreement, 
said another U.N. official, also speaking on condition 
of anonymity. 

Ali Mahdi and Aidid have agreed to share equally a 
portion of all the food unloaded from ships at the port, 
but little food has reached Ali Mahdi’s half of the city 
in about a month. 

U.N. truck convoys carrying food to Ali Mahdi in 
northern Mogadishu have been routinely hijacked or 
looted, and Ali Mahdi recently threatened to shell the 
port unless his share of the food started getting 
through. 

The Milos L, a Panamanian-flag freighter, was not 
the first ship shelled off Mogadishu, but was the first 
to be hit. 

Two other waiting ships have been stranded for 
more than a week. The fourth arrived Monday. Three 
of the waiting ships carry tons of food — wheat, rice, 
beans, lentils and vegetable oil — and the forth has 
supplies for the 500 U.N. troops in the Somali capital. 

With the port closed, the Red Cross, United Nations 
and others have brought food into Mogadishu in a 
costly airlift, but the planes cannot deliver enough to 
adequately feed the hungry. 

Food is also needed in the country’s interior.

“I think the risk to humans 
through the food chain is very, very 
low,” said Hollister. Nevertheless, 
he said, a study of the problem was 
important because the submarine 
sank in a turbulent area “scoured 
by deep-sea storms.” 

He said some radioactive cesium 
is leaking from the submarine, but 
it’s less than what is pumped into 
the sea by English and French 
nuclear-fuel reprocessing plants. 

On Monday, Russian engineers 
told ABC News that plutonium 
could begin bleeding from the sub- 
marine as early as 1994. The sub- 
marine sank in 1989 about 150 
miles north of Norway after catch- 
ing fire, killing 42. It now lies at a 
depth of about 6,000 feet.

divers who recently explored the 
wreck told her the nuclear reactor 
had been knocked loose and was 
leaning against one of the subma- 
rine’s hulls. 

“There was structural damage,” 
she said. “There was almost no 
leaking at present. But everyone 
does express a concern about the 
structural integrity of the subma- 
rine and how structurally sound 
the reactor is at this moment.” 

She said she got that assessment 
from Gennia Chenayov, a colleague 
of hers and a pilot of the Russian 
Mir research submersibles. She 
said she spoke to him last summer 
during a scientific dive south of 
Iceland. 

Crain said the structural damage 
had blocked plans to salvage the 
submarine, because it could break 
apart at the surface. “That could 
be much worse than leaving it 


then a lot of radioactivity could 
spill into the surface, where there 
are a lot of fish that feed a lot of 
people.” 

Spokesmen for Norway and the 
Russian Navy denied that there 
was any immediate danger but said 
they were watching the submarine 
closely. 

In Washington, Pentagon officials 
said they could not confirm any 
radiation leak. “At this point, it’s 
not a big concern, but it’s some- 
thing we have to keep an eye on,” 
said spokesman Pete Williams. 

Hollister said there is some rea- 
son to think that radiation escap- 
ing from the submarine would stay 
in the immediate area.

A powerful snowstorm blew out of the Rockies and pummeled the 
Southern Plains Tuesday, closing hundreds of miles of highways, while 
Southern tornado victims working in heavy rain faced a grim 
Thanksgiving. 

In Amarillo, Texas, 200 vehicles were involved in an early-morning 
pileup on snow-covered Interstate 40, with no reports of deaths, police 
said. 

Two motorists were killed in weather-related traffic accidents Tuesday 
in the Texas Panhandle. The storm also was blamed for the death of an 
11-year-old girl in a Colorado sledding accident. Since Saturday, violent 
weather accounted for 25 deaths in the South and Midwest. 

Interstate 40 was closed for 175 miles in Texas from the Oklahoma to 
the New Mexico lines. The Postal Service suspended residential deliver- 
ies; flights were delayed at Amarillo International Airport. 

At midmorning, at least 9 inches of snow was reported at Hereford; and 
a 50-mile stretch of U.S. 60 from Hereford to Clovis, N.M., was closed 
because of zero visibility. 

In the Oklahoma Panhandle, the weather service warned motorists of 
the life-threatening situation if vehicles become stranded because of 
drifting snow and sub-zero wind chill readings. 


SLC parents charged in baby’s death 


PROVO — A Salt Lake couple has been charged with manslaughter in 
the death of their infant son, says Utah County Attorney Kay Bryson. 

Prosecutors describe the defendants, Robert G. Herron, 33, and Iris 
Herron, 21, as transients. 

The infant’s mother called 911 from a Provo pay phone Saturday morn- 
ing and told dispatchers she was concerned about her baby. 

Paramedics took the baby boy, who weighed slightly more than three 
pounds, to Utah Valley Regional Medical Center. Doctors pronounced 
him dead on arrival. 

Police arrested the mother and the father after they gave inconsistent 
accounts of the circumstances surrounding the baby’s death. 


Helicopter rescues missing Heber man 


HEBER — A snowmobiler missing since Sunday was rescued alive 
and well Tuesday, ending a massive air and ground search of Northern 
Utah’s rugged mountain meadows. 

Jim Burman, 48, of Heber, was spotted by a Utah Highway Patrol heli- 
copter at 10 a.m., less than a mile from where he was last seen on 
Sunday. 

A medical helicopter was able to land on Tower Mountain to pick up 
the man and fly him 15-miles northwest to Wasatch County Hospital. 
Burman walked in under his own power, greeted by family and friends. 
He was examined and later discharged, a nursing supervisor said. 

Burman said after he became stranded in a blizzard Sunday afternoon, 
he found an old radio shack, but was unable to break in. Instead, he 
used the structure asa shelter from the elements and “jumped around 
all night to keep warm.” 

Wasatch County Sheriff Mike Spanos said four helicopters and both 
the Wasatch and Summit County search and rescue services participat- 
ed in the hunt for Burman. 


U.S. factory orders, confidence climb 


WASHINGTON — Orders to U.S. factories for big-ticket items surged 
in October and the confidence of American consumers improved marked- 


ly after the presidential election, according to two economic reports © 


Tuesday. 

Orders ‘for long-lasting durable goods, ranging from toaster ovens to 
industrial turbines, totaled a seasonally adjusted $124.4 billion in 
October, 3.9 percent more than the month before and the biggest rise in 
15 months, the Commerce Department said. b 

Meanwhile, the Conference Board, a business research group in New 
York, said its index of consumer sentiment, which was set at 100 in 
1985, rose to 65.5 in November from 54.6 last month. 

The Conference Board did not specifically attribute the increase to the 
presidential election on Nov. 3, but economists said they had little doubt

Chinese jet crash kills 141; 
record air disaster death toll

BEIJING — Smoke was seen 
belching from a Boeing 737 passen- 
ger jet before it slammed into a 
mountain and exploded on 
Tuesday, killing all 141 people on 
board, the government said. 

It was the highest death toll in an 
air disaster in Chinese history. 

The domestic flight was headed 
from the southern city of Canton to 
the tourist town of Guilin. The 
crash occurred in an area famed for 
picturesque limestone peaks that 
jut above the winding Pear] River. 

Most of the 133 passengers and 
eight crew members aboard the 
China Southern Airlines flight 
were mainland Chinese, the state- 


run Xinhua News Agency reported. 


The victims included nine people 
from Taiwan, two Spaniards, one 
Canadian and one person from the 
Portuguese-controlled territory of 
Macao near Hong Kong, Xinhua 
said. 

The Spanish victims were identi- 


fied as Nuria Trilla and Antonio 
Marti, said Jorge Romeu, an 
attache at the Spanish Embassy in 
Beijing. He said he had no other 
information about them. 

The Canadian Embassy was with- 
holding identification pending noti- 
fication of the Canadian victim’s 
relatives. 

No other information about the 
victims was released. 

Xinhua’s brief report gave no 
details of a possible cause of the 
disaster. 

It quoted unidentified witnesses 
as saying they saw smoke coming 
from the jet before it crashed into 
the mountain. 

Soldiers, police, airline officials 
and local rescue workers combed

hours in search of survivors and 
the victims’ remains. Investigators 
remained at the scene late 
Tuesday, looking for clues to what 
caused the crash, Xinhua said.

Orem tightens zoning; 
apartment complexes 
to be harder to build

Orem City’s battle over high-den- 
sity housing continued Tuesday 
night, as the council voted to tight- 
en existing zoning laws that regu- 
late such developments and denied 
a major developer a key zoning 
request for his proposed 216-unit 
complex in central Orem. 

Orem residents showed up again 
to demonstrate their “not-in-my- 
backyard” attitude toward apart- 
ment complexes, expressing con- 
cerns over child safety and traffic 
congestion. 

“We moved to this part of Orem to 
get away from high-density hous- 
ing traffic, traffic that presents a 
real threat to my children ... I 
would hate to see things in Orem 
change,” said David Markham, an 
Orem resident. 

Even with expanding populations 
at BYU and Utah Valley 
Community College, which was 
recently given a go-ahead to issue 
four-year degrees, developers still

One of the key issues the city 
council is attempting to address is 
that future apartment develop- 
ments don’t become slums and eye- 
sores. 

To prevent this, the ordinance 
tightening zoning requires city 
council review of the concept plan 
for every new proposal and a 
detailed budget for landscaping 
and landscaping features. It also 
specifies a maximum density of 26 
units per acre, a required mainte- 
nance agreement and neighborhood 
input throughout the development 
process. 

Council member Keith Hunt 
expressed concern that once one 
low-income development was in, 
the council would be obligated to 
let others follow, and that the ordi- 
nance would have to be amended 
once again. : 

Developers did win the argument 
over traffic, however. After resi-

The city has drafted a master 
plan which prescribes a 75-25 ratio 
of owner-occupied housing to rental 
developments.

Remember others 
during holidays 


Thursday is the commemoration of one of this country’s earliest traditions, 
Thanksgiving. The pilgrims, after suffering religious oppression in the Old 
World and the rigors of settling the New World, instituted a celebration in 
order to give thanks for the successful crops they had raised. They invited their 
friendly neighbors, who they called Indians, to the feast since it was the 
Indians who helped the pilgrims to acclimate themselves in their strange and 
harsh environment. 

And so a feast began that lasted three days. And the pilgrims gave thanks for 
their food, their homes, their families, their friends and their benefactor 
through it all — the Lord. And the celebration became a tradition for genera- 
tion after generation. 

It wasn’t until 1863, however, in the throes of the Civil War, that President 
Abraham Lincoln proclaimed Thanksgiving a national holiday. It was probably 
a public relations move to help the country, which was not doing well in its bat- 
tle with the Confederate States of America, to see some light in an otherwise 
gloomy life. A national day of thanksgiving would help remind a war-torn coun- 
try that it had seen better days, and that it could see them again. 

The Civil War seems far removed from us today, but is it? Though not in a 
full-blown war, the nation is nonetheless at odds with itself. Strides have been 
made in the war on racism, but the fight for equality continues. The Census 
Bureau reported that the poverty level reached a 27-year high in 1991. A Tufts 
University report estimates more than 30 million people are without food. 
Others have no where to go but the streets. 

But in being thankful, most Americans will look at the seven-course meal in 
front of them on Thanksgiving day and think of how happy they are.to have 
that much to eat. But the true hunger pangs of the homeless will never cross 
their minds. Nor will the strife in Bosnia, or the unrest in South Africa, or the 
starvation in Somalia. 

Tens of thousands of people die each year of alcohol-related accidents and dis- 
eases. Fetal Alcohol Syndrome is the leading cause of birth defects in America. 
Drugs run rampant in the streets and towns of America. 

These things will never change if Americans don’t begin to think about them. 
Being thankful needs to include not only recognizing what you have but also 
giving some of that to those without. America, if she truly wants to be great, 
must help her neighbors. Take food to the neighborhood homeless shelter. Give 
your time to a local orphan’s home or nursing center. Be a Big Brother or Big 
Sister. And don’t just do it for the holidays — make this the start of a lifetime 
of helping others. Show how thankful you are by giving some of what you have 
that to others. 

And be thankful you’re in a position to do so.

Faculty termination follows 
correct gospel priniciples 


I read with interest Gail Sinnott’s won- 
derfully written article concerning BYU’s 
faculty termination procedure featured in 
the Thursday, Noy. 19 Viewpoint. I agree 
with her concern over the need to properly 
understand the Faculty Termination and 
Academic Freedom Procedures Statement, 
thus I offer the following viewpoint. 

Firstly, I agree with Gail in understand- 
ing that, “The gospel allows for repentance 
of all men through the confidential counsel 
of ecclesiastical leaders.” Yet while the

Just as the positive rep- 
utations of individuals 
contribute to the aggre- 
gate reputation of the university, so the 
unholy acts of individuals destroy the 
appeal of the whole. When we are involved 
in the destruction of BYU, through sin, I 
believe BYU has the right to know about 
it, or from our viewpoint, we have the 
responsibility to inform BYU — in other 
words, to make retribution. 

In this light I believe that when a bishop 
contacts, confidentially, “a member of the 
Academic Vice President’s office” regarding 
the worthiness of a faculty member, he 
does so not in accordance with a policy that 
“goes against the fundamental spirit of the 
gospel,” but rather in a manner that is 
both required by the definition of repen- 
tance and that functions in complete har- 
mony with the spirit of the same. 


Two paths 

Gail refers to ecclesiastical leaders who 
relate the misdeed of faculty BYU leaders 
as “informants.” She then reasons that 
with the knowledge of this procedure, sin- 
ful BYU faculty are likely left to one of two 
routes of action. First, they can lie about 
their transgressions, or secondly, they can 
say nothing. I think Gail is exactly right — 
they could lie or say nothing (basically the 
same thing, called deception). Or they 
could confess. This dilemma is nothing 
more than a test of integrity. It forces the 
question, “Which do I love more, the Lord 
or my job?” We each ask ourselves this 
same question, in principle, as we decide 
whether to pay tithing or buy something 
we need. There is no uniqueness in facing 
this question with regard to the faculty 
termination procedure. 

I also agree with Gail that this situation 
places the faculty in a position of punish- 
ment in both the spiritual and temporal 
realms. That’s the way it has been and 
how it will always be. We always face tem- 
poral turmoil in the face of spiritual trans- 
gression. It is the Law of God. It’s not 
unfair, it’s not unjust, it’s not “double” 
punishment, it’s simply God’s punishment.

Thus the term reasonable allows 
for a personalized assessment of individual 
transgression by the spirit of revelation, as 
opposed to assessing the consequences of 
sin by referring to some Law of Moses style 
of sin vs. Punishment Chart, complete 
with corresponding Time to Work Through 
the Repentance Process Time Tables. This 
mentality died with the Law of Moses. 


Process of repentance 

With Gail, I agree that “Repentance is 
not always a quick process and the nature 
of humanity is to sin and make mistakes.” 
This is exactly why the term “reasonable” 
is used. As repentance is not always a cut- 
and-dried process, neither is assessing the 
time that should be involved in completing 
that process. The term “reasonable” finds 
specific usefulness through the spirit of 
love and understanding, which it affords. 

I do agree with Gail that “it is difficult to 
gauge a person’s worthiness through the 
anonymous testimony of others.” Yet in my 
understanding of the termination process 
there is no anonymity involved. Bishops 
are not just informants who relay any form 
of hearsay that the wind blows their way. 
They are blessed with the special privilege 
of serving as judges in Israel, and as 
judges possess the powers of spiritual dis- 
cernment necessary to properly assess the 
magnitude of the individual’s sin. 

I am not naive enough to assume or 
attest that a bishop’s decisions are always 
correct; I merely think they are prone to 
spiritual sensitivity. Nor do I think the 
university’s policies resemble “some very 
disturbing aspects of Orwellian society.” I 
believe our marginal perception of the poli- 
cy’s Orwellianess decreases as our margin- 
al understanding of gospel principles 
increases.

Either way, what chance does 
Hancock have to be BYU’s starter 
at QB next year? It’s worse than 
the proverbial slim and none. 

He will miss spring practice and 
not be back at the top of his game 
until late summer. By then John 
Walsh, Steve Clements and Tom 
Young will be well into their battle 
for the starting spot. 

If Young throws for 300 or more 
yards in the Aloha Bowl, he could 
be the favorite come spring, but 
Walsh won’t give in and Clements 
is determined not to finish second 
again. 


AZTEC ACHES — San Diego 
State seems to have backed itself 
into an interesting and ironic cor- 
ner. The Aztecs left Provo in 
September with a haughty swag- 
ger, having crowned themselves 
the new WAC dynasty after beat- 
ing BYU 45-38.

BERLIN — Germany’s Jews and 
Gypsies on Tuesday accused the 
government of caving in to rightist 
terror, and a well-known writer 
said Jews should arm themselves 
in self-defense. 

On Monday, radicals killed three 
Turks in the northern town of 
Moelln, united Germany’s worst 
neo-Nazi attack. Sixteen people 
have died in more than 1,700 radi- 
cal-right attacks this year. 

Politicians urged citizens to help 
stop the rightist terror, virtually 
acknowledging that government 
officials and police cannot do the 
job alone. 

In the east German city of 
Quedlinburg, a hot spot for neo- 
Nazi violence, police early Tuesday 
searched 26 apartments of radicals 
who are believed to have attacked 
an asylum shelter and injured 
refugees in September. Police 
rounded up 25 suspected extrem- 
ists.

Germany asks for help 
to halt neo-Nazi attacks 


Although the latest wave of neo- 
Nazi violence is three months old, 
the killings of a Turkish grand- 
mother and two young Turkish 
girls shocked mainstream Germans 
into protests. Thousands of 
Germans and foreigners took to the 
streets Monday night in sponta- 
neous demonstrations. 

Police offered a $31,250 reward 
for help in capturing the murder- 
ers. The Opel car company, a sub- 
sidiary of the U.S. giant General 
Motors, offered $62,500 and 
promised $31,250 for the victims’ 
families. Of Opel’s 30,000 employ- 
ees at its plant outside Frankfurt, 
nearly a third are foreigners and 
4,800 are Turks. 

Ralph Giordano, a leading 
German writer whose mother was 
Jewish, accused the government of 
failing to protect the country’s 
Jews. He sent a telegram to Kohl 
saying Jews must protect them- 
selves “even to the point of armed 
self-defense.”

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Gang task force formed; 
Orem police patrol mall

The Orem Police Department has formed a six-per- 
son gang task force because of several reports of fight- 
ing and sexual harassment in the past few months, 
said Orem Patrol Division Commander Dan Howlett. 

“We want gang members to know that if they are 
going to come down here and commit crimes, they are 
going to jail,” Howlett said. 

Sgt. Steve Clark, one of three detectives on the task 
force, said one of the favorite gathering places for 
gang members is shopping malls. Because of this ten- 
dency to congregate at malls, he said the task force 
will target their efforts toward University Mall. 

Mall manager Rob Kallas said there haven’t been 
any major problems involving gangs, but he recog- 
nized the city’s concern in protecting public gathering 
places. 

“Tm sure it’s a citywide problem, though,” he said. 

Howlett didn’t give specific details about the inci- 
dents which led to the formation of the task force, but 
he said there have been several instances of sexual 
harassment and fighting. In each situation, the insti- 
gators appeared to be gang members, Howlett said. 

Clark said the overall gang situation is not serious 
yet. The main purpose of the task force is to “nip the 
problem in the bud,” he said. 

Three detectives and three patrol officers comprise 
the task force. These officers will make contact with 
individuals who look like gang members, or otherwise

look suspicious, Howlett said. Sometimes the officers 
will be incognito and other times they will be in full 
uniform, he said. 

“This represents a pretty heavy commitment of man- 
power, when you consider the size of our department,” 
he added. 

Orem’s police department consists of 13 detectives 
and 37 patrol officers, with approximately 18 firefight- 
ers who sometimes help in police matters. 

He said some of the individuals they are concerned 
about are from the Utah County area, while some 
have migrated from Salt Lake and other areas. 

Salt Lake City gang specialist Sgt. Ken Hansen said 
the traditional method of identifying a gang member 
through the color of their clothing is not as useful as 
in times past. 

“Colors don’t mean anything these days. There is a 
five- “step criteria we use to determine who gang mem- 
bers are.” 

Interviews, information from confidential informants 
and surveillance are some of these criteria. 

Although it has become increasingly difficult to iden- 
tify gang members, Hansen said often gang members 
willingly tell officers how deeply they are involved in 
gang activities and which gangs they belong to, once 
they are identified. 

Howlett said they aren’t sure how long the task force 
will be necessary, but they will monitor the situation 
closely. He added that a similar task force, formed in 
1989, was only needed for approximately three weeks.
